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cafe is the ſame with man, in the 
courſe of regeneration.

Falſities, with the ſpiritual man, 
eſpecially before he is regenerated, 
are like denſe ſpots of a cloud:

 <ept by what is revealed in the 
Word, where all things are faid in 
the general. General things are 
but as ſpots of a cloud; for every 
Jingle general comprehendeth in 
4t a thouſand and a thouſand parti- 
culars, and each particular a thou- 
ſand and a thouſand ſingulars. The 
ſingulars contained in particulars 

arc 
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are what illuſtrate generals. Theſe 
ſingulars are never ſo revealed to 
man as generals are, both becauſe 
they cannot be deſcribed, nor can 
they be conceived ; conſequently 
they cannot be acknowledged and 
believed in, being contrary to the 
fallacies of the ſenfes, in which 
man is born, and which he does 
not eaſily permit to be deſtroyed. 
The caſe is altogether otherwiſe 
with the celeſtial man, who hath 
perception trom the Lord; in him 
particulars, and the ſingulars of 
particulars, may be inſinuated: as 
for example, in the caſe of this ge- 
neral truth, that a true marriage is 
that of one huſband with one wife, 
and that ſuch a marriage is repre- 

Dd ſentative 
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ſentati ve of the celeſtial marriage: 
conſequently that ſuch a marriage 
is admiſſive of celeſtial happineſs, 
which a marriage of one man with 
. ſeveral wives is not. The ſpiritual 
man, in this caſe, who knoweth 
this to be true by the Word of the 
Lord, is perfectly ſatisfied with 
fuch knowledge, and hence re- 
 ceiveth conſcience, informing him 
that marriage with more wives 
than one is fin, and he knoweth no 
more; but the celeſtial man per- 
ceiveth a thouſand particulars 
which confirm this general truth, 
ſo that marriage with more than 
one wife exciteth his abhorrence. 
Since the ſpiritual man only know- 
eth generals, and by generals hath 

his 
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his conſcience formed, and the 
generals of the Word are accom- 
modated to the fallacies of the 
ſenſes, it is evident, that innu- 
merable falſities join themſelves 
to, and inſinuate themſelves into 
thoſe generals, which eaſily 
be diſperſed.

| continuity to it's ſummit; and it 
| increaſes by knowledges of truth 
i and good, or by ſpiritual truths. 
| But ſtill by theſe the third degree, 
1 which is called the celeſtial de- 
| gree, is not opened, this degree be-

ing opened by the celeſtial love of 
ule, which love is love towards 
the Lord, and love towards the 
Lord is nothing elſe but the appli- 
cation of the commandments of 
the Word to life; the ſum of which 
is, to fly from evils becauſe they 
are infernal and diabolical, and to 
do good becauſe it is celeſtial and 
divine. Thefe three degrees are 
thus fucceſſively opened in man.

The communication of the three 
degrees with each other is effected 
only by correſpondences; there- 
fore the differences of love, wiſ- 
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dom, and uſe, are ſuch, that they 
have nothing in common by any 
thing of continuity. Man, ſo long 
as he lives in the world, does not 
know any thing of the opening of 
theſe degrees in himſelf: the reaſon 
is, becauſe then he is in the natural 
degree, which is the ultimate; and 
from this degree he then thinks, 
wills, ſpeaks, and acts; and the ſpi- 
ritual degree, which is interior, 
does not communicate with the 
natural degree by continuity, but 
by correſpondences ; and com- 
munication by correſpondences is 
not felt.

The ſpiritual man is altogether 
diſtin&t from the natural man, and 
no other communication inter- 
venes than ſuch as there is between 
cauſe and effect.

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The natural man is a full man 
when the ſpiritual degree is opened 
in him; for he is then in aſſo- 
ciation with angels in heaven, and 
at the ſame time in aſſociation with 
men in the world, and in his relation 
to both he lives under the guidance 
of the Lord; for the ſpiritual 
man imbibes precepts through the 
Word from the Lord, and executes 
them by the natural man. An- 
gelic Wiſdom, 252.

They who are in the affection of 
truth, think, inquire, and debate, 
whether a thing be true, or not 
true; whether it be ſo, or not ſo;
